Night Air. 



Long Branch, Nov, 13th (Special).— Saturday night last Meagre. 
Jim BickeratarT, Will LeGrand, Zach Frymire, Henry Adkieson, Qua 
Allen, John T. Ditto and some other friends made appointment for a 
rousing good fox hunt and they sure had it. 

Bickerstaff, LeGrand and Ditto had eight dogs. They met Gus 
Allen at the top of the hill on the road from Buck Grove to Coleman & 
Child's mill. 

In a few minutes after meeting one of the dogs started a grey fox, 
that was of short duration. After th<iy holed this ono and got the dogs 
in they had not gone more than one-fourth mile before they started 
another and soon put him in the ground. At the end of this Adkieson 
and Frymire come to us with five more dogs, giving us thirteen. We 
did not stop to question the unlucky number, as some might have want- 
ed to turn back or kill one of the dogs. A consultation was held as to 
where we should go to get a good red fox chase. 

They soon decided that on Judge Woolfolk's place, the hoad of 
Doe Run Creek. He had a fox that was a special pet, having been fed 
on nice young lambs, pigs, chickens and plenty of sulphur water to keep 
him inelegant health to make him favorable for an all night runner. We 
soon landed at our objective point, Shortly after then the dogs struck a 
trail that was very cold and the dogs worked faithfully for fully three 
quarters of an hour. Finally Will LeGrand's old "Dixie" who is a 
wonderful starter had hustled out and struck him fully one-half mile 
away giving a pretty good mouth. We hustled the other dogs toward 
the direction she seemed to be coming and it was not long until they be- 
gan to fall in and they soon got him to going. It was soon settled that 
it was an old red fox but whether it was the special pet of the Judge's 
was a question. The little wind that was up and the clouds that hid 
the moon by this time had disappeared and a lovelier condition for a 
chase was never seen. While this fox proved to be a red he was only 
of about one hour runner. We soon got the dogs together again after 
this chase and started in search of the famous runner. We had not gone 
any great distance until Zach Frymire's old "Lige," that has a wonder- 
ful reputation as a starter and runner give mouth. The start was 
pretty brisk and it was thought for soon time from the way he was acting 
that it was another grey, but it proved differently as they progressed 
farther. We started this lad at IO-5O p. m. and he gave us an exciting 
run until 5:15 a. m. making about six hours and five minutes of the 
hottest fight that has been known by some crack dogs for many a day- 
There was but two dogs that went the whole chase without ever coming 
in to us, and they were Adkisson's 'Tip' and young 'Tige.' What they 
did to the others was a plenty. The notorious "Queen" of Ben With- 
ers and "Venus" of LeGrand had Adkisson's dogs hushed up for awhile 
but they never come to ua, but kept pulling until they got in again, and 
then they had their own way about it pretty muchly all the way through. 

There were dogs in the run that was never known to get thrown out 
of chases or pull out before that failed to go all the way on this one six 
hour run. The boys are going to petition Judge Woolfolk to continue 
to give good care to this fox. He is a very hard fox on the dogs to run 
on account of practices of using thickets and briar patches as a grey. 

There was a fine lot of ambitious dogs in the chase and it took dogs 
of wonderful grit to stay there, and as I have said Mr. AdkifiBon had 
the only two dogs that proved to run the whole race through without 
getting into us. Gub Allen's old "Silby" that was never known before 
to come in aa long as the fox was on top of the ground, got thrown out. 
There was not a minute of the chase that was not enjoyable as they 
scarcely got out of our hearing any time. Many times did they play 
down the middle of the county roads giving musio to a lover of the 
sport that one could never close an eye so long as it was going. 

There was an elegant fire about center of the rounds and there were 
many jokes and fox stories told, and wonderful dogs discussed. Gus 
Allen says, look out for a black baok, whites of eyes yellow, yellow 
leg* and yellow toe nails. They are sure marks by old fox hunters of a 
good dog. They are marks of Henry Adkisson's pair. You must be 
sum 0/ some good dogs when you get after those kind. We broke camp 
at 6 a. m.

Preparing Bees For Winter.

Cellar wintering rfqnirea 
more experience and wstchfulnei 
The first requisite to successful winlerii 
is to nave bees enough to cover at least 
'our Langstroth Irames. They *houl< 
hsve fro'n -20 to 30 pounds ol good ri| 
bono*. II lackirg in stores they shou 
he led good granulated sugar, one cup 
sod a half of sugar to one cup ol hot 
water making a syrup of the right 
aietency. If you have an hand som 
traded honey, add a few tablespoonfiils, 
which wiH prevent its granulating. Bees 
will winter well on good eugar, which is

By seeing that they are regularly led 
and watered eyery day, kept in comfort- 
able qoarters, clean, dry and airy. The

loddering pinched and thin by 
son ol frost-bitten pastures and heavy 
milking, the owner need not be sur- 
prised if hall ol them lose their calve* 
or their lives during the winter. The 
hoiaes are not usually so much neglect- 
ed aa otber stock. The young cattlo and 
milch cows, the hoga and sheep too olten 
have to shift tor themselves after receiv- 
ing an armiul ol corn fodder or whatever 
is convenient, especially il the weather 
be cold, and that is the time tiny most 
need the best attention.

Straw of any kind, corn stalks, with or 
without the blades, leave* evergreen 
boughs, swamp grass or any coarse ma- 
terial that i* free ol seed will answer. 
This mulch should be left on the bed 
until all danger of freezing is over, Jnst 
before the rowns open, the mulch 
sbould be raued off the plants to tbe 
apace between the rows. If the roil is 
loamy and light the mulch may be part- 
ed over the plants and left in that way 
to prevent the earth Irom being spl iabed 
npon tbe frnit. 

For other lines of small fruit, compost 
is prefered to strew mill b, a* the latter 
invitee mice which will gnaw the canes 
and injure the plant. The compost may 
be scattered broadcast over toe entire 
surface ss the condition ol the grounds 
demands, or be placed around the hills 
In either case the compost should be 
worked into the soil by means ol a shal- 
low cultivator as early an the ground i* 
in condition lor work. To do a p rfect 
job tbe surface should hs worked until 
thoroughly firi"d. Working should be 
repeated at ie.ierv»N of six and eight 
days until r..*pt>erriee and blackberries

At the time of the 
opening there were no settlers at ail ii 
the county, no farms in a stste of cultiva- 
tion, no towns with the exception of a 
few military posts and Indian trading 
stations snd these were "few and far be- 
Immediately after the opening 
towns were built in great numr.ers 
these vast plsinsand business ol all kinds 
seemed to start right off at full blast. 
Colleges were founded and built and 
churches built in many localities snd all 
other improvements were pushed 
through until st the sixth anniversary 
the country looked like it might have 
been settled for half a century. Farms 
hsve been well improved, nice farm 
houses and barns on most every farm, 
and everything speaks well for a country 

Our crops bats been good with the ex- 
ception of the first two or three yean 

r land was new Even than 
raised plenty of BOM and kaflir corn 
carry our stock through the winters, but 
our wheat crops were small for 1 
years but in later years we bave been 
blessed witli good crops of sll kinds, some 
whest making over forty buehels per 
sere. The corn crop this yesr is immense 
both in yield and acreage and as a result 
corn is wortli only fifteen cents per 
bushel. Tiie wheat that was sown this 
fall is needing rain very badly, a yery 
large per cent ol it has notjyet sprouted. 
The early sowing looks very well con- 
sidering its chances as there has been no 
rain since long before seeding time, 
We had no fruit this year on account of 
late twins, 

Oklahoma is coming to the front in the 
wsy of railroads. There bave been 
eral new ones built and more under 
process of construction at present. There 
are two to be built through this (Woods) 
county in the near future, which will 
add great 1) to the value of property in 
this section of the country. Many farms 
here sre valued at from twelve hundred 
to two thousand dollars and are located 
twenty-five miles from a railroad. 

Since I came here six years ago I 
hsve been joined by a number of friends 
snd relstives from Kentucky including 
the family of Dr. Ben Harned and Sam 
Tncker of Breckenridge connty.
